The President Informs tbe Senate 


He In Nearly Through with HI* 
Nomination* for the Present. 


WASHINOTON, March 21.—In executive 


session of the Senate to-Jny Sherman 
announced that President Harrison had 
informed bin (thut he (the President) 
would be so far along with hie nomina- 
tions that the Senate might adjourn next 
week. It is the expectation that the 
special session will end Tuesday or Fri- 
day next.
